1. Claims 1 -24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose at least a lithographic projection apparatus for projecting a patterned 
beam onto a target portion of the substrate, an electrode in the vicinity of the object, and 
a voltage synchronizer configured and operating as claimed to transport secondary 
electrons formed during irradiation away from the object.
